When the Allies advanced on Paris in 1814 
the Pontiff was set free. .On May yes 
he entered Rome in triumph,’ w i 
and Sardinian Sovereigns awaited: him. Dur- 
ing the Hundred Days . he retired before 
Murat to Genoa; but ‘on June 17, 1816, he 
made his last entrance into ‘his capital. — 
When Napoleon died in 1822; the Pope, 
whom he had so deeply injured, * lamented 
him with tears. A little more than a ~ 


afterwards, August 20, 1825, Pius 
passed away. 

In spite of its vicissitades; the reign of 
Pius VII. was not unpropitious for art, prin- 
cipally owing to the genius of the sculptor, 
Canova, who was a friend of the Pope's. 
The English Government paid the expenses 
of Canova’s journey from the Lonvre to the 
Vatican with the recovered aft treasures 
that had been looted by Napoleon. Pius 
VII., though not a man of letters. made 
several valuable additions to the Vatican 
Library. | . 

The re-establishment of the English College 
in Rome was one of the Pontiff’s last -ad- 
ministrative acts.

But we mast not think of Holland simply 
as & waterlogged. country, or as consisting 
entirely of country districts, for there are an 
abundance of fine and stately cities, each of 
which sa distinctive quality of its 
own—‘' Costhonolitan Amsterdam ; commercial 
Rotterdam;.The Hague, the Court — city; 
Groningen, product of peat; Ledwarden, of 
butter; Dordrecht, encircled by waterways ; 
Arnhem, girt by woods and country man- 
sions; Utrecht, raising an industrial fair on 
the ashes of its medievalism.”’ 

Amsterdam, as the capital, claims our first 
attention, and is famous ‘for two things—its 
old canals and its old pictures. It is built 
on sand, and the houses rest on wooden piles, 
some as long as- fifty-two feet. We are 
tempted to doubt their stability, but we need 
not. In the course! of time the black 
breckish mud petrifies not only the piles, but 
the wooden girders that are laid upon them. 
Erasmus of Rotterdam made merry over

Personally, I believe she: would not have 
welcomed success ‘earlier, for she loves the 
theatre for itself and not for personal aggran- 
disement—she has no vanity and fulsome 
praise has left her unchanged and ynassuming, 
a woman who prefers the society of her four 
children to that to be found in the ball rooms 
of Belgravia and the night clubs of London. 

The next step in her progress was one that 
shocked a number of her new admirers. She 
became leading lady in the Grand Guignol 
season at the Little Theatre. She frequently 
played in a night as many as four different 
characters in four different types of plays. 
She appeared in two terrifying one-act plays 
“The Kill” amd “ The Women.” 
These were hideoua in their reality as Sybil 
Thorndike created them. In the hands of a 
lesser artist they would have been 
simply ridiculous. But she is not, as some 
people have come to regard her, a purely 
emotional actresn It is as well to recall 
that during the Grand Guignol season—which 
came to a sudden end when Sybil Thorndike 
left—she played in low comedy. As a half- 
witted girl in “The Chemist’ she gave a study 
that was as true to life as anything ever seen 
in character acting., Out of farce and phantasy 
she came equally well. Her friends declare 
there is no part that she cannot play. She 
‘has great dramatic force, as will be seen by 
her '“Medea,” and yet she can play with 
almost uncanny restraint, as her ‘‘ Jane 
Clegg” shows.
